Probe Turns to Wireless 

Washington, April 30.—Endeavor- 
ing further to repudiate any intima- 
tions that he had sought in any way 
to suppress or delay news of the sink- 
ing of the Titanic, Guglielmo Mar- 
coni, inventor of wireless telegraphy, 
appeared before the senate committee 
on inquiry into the disaster. 

Marconi had discovered after leav- 
ing Washington last week that he had 
sent a message to the operator of the 
steamship Carpathia urging him to 
send news of the disaster to the wire- 
less station at Siasconset, Mass., or 
to vessels of the United States navy. 
He had copies of these messages and 
declared that when he was examined 
by the committee he had forgotten 
about that message.. Marconi also 
produced copies of many other mes- 
sages sent to the Carpathia in an en- 
deéavor to get definite information of 
the wreck. 


The Titanic’s Error 

Washington, April 29.—Failure to 
Bive her exact position, a great field 
of floating ice which set up a frigid 
barrier to ships hurrying to the res- 
cue and her own captain’s mistake 
in rushing at top speed through an 
ice-covered sea—all these combined 
to send the Titanic and her 1600 vic- 
tims to their watery grave in the 
North Atlantic. 

This was made clear in testimony 
before the senate investigating com- 
Wittee of Captain James H. Moore 
o1 the steamship Mount Temple, 
which hurried to the Titanic in re- 
sponte to wireless calls for help. 

The witness was emphatic in his 
declaration that the position sent out 
by the Titanic was wrong. That the 
huge ship was eight miles further 
eastward than her operators reported, 
he said, he proved by observations 
taken the first thing the day after the 
disaster. ; >

Governor Hesitates Over the 
Railroad Merger Bill 


Ferty Cities and Towns Certain to Be 
Under Closer Governmental Con- 
trol Before Many~ Years—Attorney 
General Keeps Busy—Schofield Be- 
comes Platform Reader of Senate— 
“Fossforus” Campaign Button Out 


Governor Foss and the committee 
on railroads cannot agree upon what 


the Governor insists is one of the most 
important features of a new railroad 
bill, the creation of the public utili- 
ties commission. 

The committee has gon3 so far as 
to recoamend the increase in power 
for the railroad commission, so as to 
brovide for the enforcement of de- 
crees. But the Governor’s idea of the 
big powerful board seems further 
away than ever of going through the 
Legislature. 

The Governor has been asked if a 
merger bill went to him without this 
important utilities board whether or 
not he would sign the bill. The Gov- 
ernor wisely did not reply, except to 
say he would like to seé the Dill. 


Double Plan Scheme. 


It is interesting to note that the 
Metropolitan Planning board, three 
members of which are continued upon 
a new board to report upon Greater 
Boston propositions next year, is al- 
ready mulling over a scheme to put 
before the Legislature. 

E. A. Filene, chairman of the board, 
said this year that if the district did 
not accept metropolitan planniuy the 
question of annexation would come up 
very seriously. The turn the thing 
has taken is the proposed prepara- 
tion of two plans, one for annexation 
and the other for planning and dis- 
trict government. Both plans will be 
drawn up into law and placed before 
the people of Boston and of the 
town. 

It is as certain as can be that be- 
fore many more years there is to be 
a closer governmental control of the 
metropolis of forty cities and towns. 


Too Much Swift. 


Attorney-General Swift did not 
know until just recently that he hed 
been put on one of the most import- 
ant boards created by the committee 
on judiciary. That is the board com- 
posed of the Attorney-General, the 
Gas and Electric Light commission 
and the Railroad commission to con- 
sider the question of the taxation of 
voluntary associations holding the 
stock of the public service corpora- 
tions. 

He was told of it and remarked 
that he had been put on so many 
things since becoming attorney-gen- 
eral that there weren’t hours enough 
in the day to attend to them. 

The demands made nowadays upon 
the Attorney-General of the Common- 
wealth do recall the old days of Hosea 
M. Knowlton when the attorney-gen- 
eral did not take the trouble to come 
to the state house more than one or 
two days a week. 


New Platform Expert. 


Senator Schofield has taken the 
place of Roger Sherman Hoar as the 
platform reader of the senate. The 
feature of the senate while the youth- 
ful senator from classic Concord was 
a member was the daily platform 
readings. Young Mr. Hoar used to 
keep a copy of the democratic docu- 
ment right in his pocket and belabor 
his fellows with it at the slightest in- 
timation of party treason. 

Senator Schofield who is easily the 
democratic leader of the upper 
branch this year is doing the same 
thing in a milder way, But he prob- 
abiy overstepped the bounds of pro- 
priety the other day when he remind- 
ed Charlie Brown that the latter way 
not following the planks of the Roose- 
velt platform. 

Mulligan’s Secret. 


There is a little open secret in the 
political life of Judge Mulligan of 
Natick. It explains the activity of the 
judge in the humanitarian side of leg: 
islation. Naturally he would lean to- 
ward the more technical questions 
But iike many other of his fellow leg- 
islators he is fortunate in being mar- 
ried. 

The judge was accused the other 
day of consulting Mrs. Mulligan on a 
matter of child labor and he cheer- 
fully admitted it. He deems it no 
disgrace to be under the dictation of 
the domestic monopoly. 


One Disappointment. 


Senator Harry Stearns is a great 
disappointment to the progressives. 

Last year it really looked as if he had 

started out to make a_ progressive 
| record. But this year he is staying 
on the safe and sound side of nearly 
everything. 

A few days ago Mr. Fuller, a lead- 
er of the progressives, happened to 
run into the Cambridge senator and 
in a few moments the two gentlemen 
understood each other perfectly.

When it ap- 
peared those democrats who are ac- 
quainted with the acute political sec- 
retary of Governor Foss, Mr. George 
Harlcw of Plymouth, went to the ex- 
ecutive chamber and began to con- 
gratuwlate him upon the new idea,

credit must be given where credit is 
due and referred it to Charlie Strec- 
ker, the candidate for auditor last 
fall. “Foss for us. A match for all” 
is the translation. 


Washburn Chews,

the yoeman service of a certain pen- 
cil in the house ways and means com- 
mittee room. It happens to be the 
one put into use by Representative 
Robert Washburn of Worcester in his 
labors upon that committee. 

The end of it has now been chewed 
down to a mere stub, but its flavor is 
still there and it helps the versatile 
Worcester man to decide the financial 
problems brought before his commit- 
tee as he sits with a somber smile, 
gavel in hand. 

Inexhaustible Mine. 

Few people are aware of the almost 
inexhaustible mine of information 
upon current topics of interest Saat 
is being piled up in the legislature 
reference library. The library was 
started a couple of years ago under 
the care of Louis Phillipps who has 
become an expert investigator of 
facts. Workingmen’s compensation, 
the minimum wage, factory inspec- 
tion, child labor, divorce laws, initia- 
tive and referendum, income tax, and 
even the Industrial Workers, of the 


World are copiously dealt with in the’ 


er by Mr. Phillipps. 

His work has put the state library 
in the closest touch with big public 
questions and it is being resorted to 
by legislators more and more every 
year. Without doubt the library to- 
day with the reference branch is the 
best equipped in the United States. 


White Et Al. 


State Auditor John E. White has 
adopted an innovation in office furni- 
ture in the way of high backed chairs 
of cane. It looks more like the in- 
terior of a summer cottage than an 
office. But Mr. White stays by his 
job and is proving to be a worthy suc- 
cessor to the late Henry BH, Turner. 

In the persons of Sam Hawley, who 
acts as clerk for the ways and means 
committee, ard Carl Raymond, he has 
two assistants who cannot be equal- 
led. White is keeping actively in pol- 
itics, too, which is a good thing now- 
adays since the state machine has got 
to keep busy every moment. With 
Secretary Langtry, Auditor White, At- 
torney-General Swift and Treasurer 
Stevens, the state ticket has plenty 
of fighting talent that was not needed 
years ago. 


No Milk Restrictions. 

Senator Walter Mellen of Worces- 
ter came to the state house the other 
day to look over the milk situation 
and a few other things of interest to 
his locality. He wants the milk bill 
fixed so that the members of the new 
regulation board shall not be restrict- 
ed in any way but thrown open to all 
the farmers of the state. The milk 
bill is just coming out of ways and 
means and throughout its course in 
the legislature will be a very interest- 
ing piece of legislation. 

The milk producers are confident 
of sending the Ellis bill as a substi- 
tute to the Governor as they did last 
year. It will be a pretty fight. 

Foss Breaks Rule. 

It used constantly to be the prac- 
tice of Governor Draper to allow bills 
to become law without the executive 
signature. But Governor Foss rarely 
does this. But in the instance of the 
bill to regulate the hours of women 
and children in the workshops of 
mercantile establishments Governor 
Foss would neither sign nor veto the 
bill. It is the only piece of legislation 
relating to work hours that goes 
through this year, with the exception 
of the equalization of the 54-hour law 
o apply to women and children who 
work in more than one factory. 

The signature last year of the 54- 
hour bill was upon agreement that 
shere should be no further reduction 
.n hours asked for. The house then 
Willed a 48-hour Dill. 


Employment Bill. 

Opposition to the employment office 
bill is growing because of the appar- 
ently unnecessary expense of main- 
‘taining a board to do the supervision 
which is now under Chief Gettemy or 
the bureau of statistics. 

It has furthermore developed that 
there is a decided disposition on the 
part of some who are supporting the 
employment commission bill to take 
from the state offices the power to 
get jobs for skilled help. Such a 
policy would mean the relegation of 
the state offices to bureaus for un- 
skilled.

Mr. Roosevelt has renounced his 
claim to the eight delegates-at-large 
to the Republican national convention 
elected for him in Massachusetts. He 
telegraphed them that he would ex- 
pect them to vote .or President Taft, 
taking this action * because of the fact 
that President Taft carried the state 
on the presidential primary vote.” 

The new primary law has resulted 
in an unprecedented mixup. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s request to the delegates- 
at-large elected for him to vote for 
‘Yaft has already been turned down by 
six of them refusing to comply, on 
the grounds that their duty is to vote 
tor Roosevelt. These six are Baxter, 
Coleman, Miles, Nason, Magenis and 
wa Riviere. 

The Roosevelt delegates believe the 
colonel sent the request under a mis- 
apprehension of the real situation, 
and after trying to unravel the tangle 
last night Manager Hale, Charles EK. 
Baxter, Treasurer Ware and others 
started for Oyster Bay for a confer- 
ence with Roosevelt, in an effort to 
remove this “misapprehension.” 

Whether they finally agree to ac- 
cede to Roosevelt’s request or not, 
Kdgar R. Champlin, chairman of the 
‘aft campaign committee in this 
state, has resolved to send the en- 
tire Taft delegation to Chicago and 
tight on the floor of the convention to 
have them seated. He and other Taft 
leaders seem confident that the vic- 
torious Roosevelt delegation from 
Massachusetts will be unseated. 

Until late last evening most of the 
Roosevelt delegates-at-large were 
shut up with Matthew Hale, manager 
of the Roosevelt campaign, at the 
headquarters at 15 State street, try- 
ing to evolve some method of straight- 
ening out the wierd tangle without 
damaging Roosevelt’s prospects. 

The new primary law, advocated 
before the legislature and praised in 
his recent Masachusetts campaign by 
Roosevelt, has brought about a mixup 
urprecedented in Bay State politics.

Governor Foss’ name did not 
appear in the preferential column, 
nor did that of any of the other presi- 
dential aspirants except Governor 
Wilson of New Jersey.

The Voice of Massachusetts 


We called attention a week ago to 
the sort of campaign being conducted 
by Theodore Roosevelt for the presi- 
dency, in which deliberate plans were 
made for him to. capitalize the dis- 
content in the textile centres of Mass- 
achusetts, and make of it a factor in 
electing him to the high office of 
President. Following this plan he 
carried on his campaign in Massachu- 
setts, Saturday, Sunday, and Monday 
last, and undoubtedly made a distinct 
impression upon the localities which 
he visited. It was wise that he should 
be followed in these sections by his 
opponent, as an exponent of sanity, 
law, and order, but notwithstanding 
that he was met by the kind of doc- 
trine that President Taft and some 
of those who spoke in his interests 
set forth, it is very evident that the 
campaign inaugurated in the in- 
terests of Theodore Roosevelt has 
succeeded. 

The great unrest existing in all of 
the industrial centres of the Union is 
undoubtedly the primary cause why 
Theodore Roosevelt is securing the 
success coming to him in this cam- 
paign. IHinois, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, have all had their serious 
troubles among wage carners, during 
the past vear. Whirling into each one 
of these states, to take advantage of 
the discontent and disjointed state of 
mind of the people, it is not surpris- 
ing that a Presidential candidate who 
would promise anything and stop at 
nothing in the manner of his state- 
ments, has succeeded in securing the 
majority of the votes in these impor- 
tant states. It makes no difference 
that much of this unrest is unjustified, 
or that the greater part of it is based 
upon misunderstanding and misappre- 
hension. High and low must suffer 
from it, but primarily we-find the 
toiler the chief factor, both in attack- 
ing the other side, and in yielding to 
such appeals as the average dema- 
gogue so readily makes. 

To Theodore Roosevelt this offers 
an opportunity to. strike with the 
sledge hammer of his unruly tongue, 
the dynamite bombs placed all along 
the line by this condition, and when 
the result is counted, as is usually the 
case with such outbreaks, the real 
sufferers are bound to be those who 
are entirely innocent of any part in 
the disturbance rather than the real 
offenders who placed the bombs. 

It is surprising under these con- 
ditions that the President was able to 
do as well as he has done in Massa- 
chusetts. The discontent no longer 
affects the lower classes, 
alone, but it has reached to the great- 
est and most important class in the 
country, the middle class, and the big 
American demagogue has not hesi- 
tated to capitalize the troubles in one, 
just as he has in another. For. the 
sake of her continued influence upon 
the moral fibre of the nation, Massa- 
chusetts ought to have spoken with 
such emphasis as to make it clear that 
she would not stand for this kind of 
provaganda in such an emergency. 

That President Taft should suffer is 
to be regretted. That he is in danger 
of defeat for renomination is to be 
regretted even more, but that Massa- 
chusetts should not have risen to her 
full duty ‘is the chief regret of all.

Large Audience Hears Excellent Pro- 
gram at Christ Church Last 
Friday Evening 


“Very enjoyable” was the opinion 
expressed by those who were present 
last Friday evening at the concert 
given by the boy choir of Christ 
church, assisted by Frederic Kennedy 
of Portland, Me. Before the hour 
for the concert arrived, the parish 
house was filled with an interested 
and expectant audience, which ex- 
pressed itself as very appreciative of 
the program which followed. 

Seldom have the sweet voices of the 
choir boys sounded to better advantage 
than they did in’ the chorus work in 
which they had been so carefully 
trained by Mr. Michelsen, the choir- 
master and organist. During the first 
portion of the program, the chorus 
sang, with excellent effect, three 
selections, all well known. They were 
Gounod’s “Send Out Thy Light,” and 
“Benedictus,” and Beethoven’s “The 
Heavens Proclaim Him.” The last 
number on the program, also for the 
chorus, was Fanning’s “Song of the 
Vikings.” This with its strong unison 
passages was likewise very enjoyable. 

The choir was very ably assisted by 
Frederic Kennedy of Portland, a tenor 
of marked ability, and possessed of a 
voice of rare beauty, the equal of 
which has not been heard in Andover 
for some time. Of excellent range, 
great volume and also sweetness, his 
voice was equally enjoyable in the 
sacred and secular numbers which he 
rendered, equally pleasing in the 
strong, exultant tones of “Invictus” 
by Huln, in the quiet earnestness of 
Jewitt’s “Teach Me to Pray,” in the 
sadness and weirdness of the Indian 
song, “From the Land of the Sky Blue 
Water,” and in the lighter strains of 
the two love ditties which he sang. 
Mr. Kennedy certainly contributed 
very largely to the success of the con- 
cert. He was heartily applauded, upon 
his second appearance, and very kind- 
ly sang as an encore, the Scottish love 
song, “Kind Is My Mary.” 

Master Minot Dole, the boy soprano 
of the choir, sang two solos, the first, 
“Little House o’ Dreams,” and the 
second, Neidlinger’s quaint little rac- 
coon lullaby, “Rockin’ in de Win.’” 
Both selections were peculiarly adapt- 
ed to Master Dole’s sweet, and clear 
soprano voice and his rendition of 
them was very pleasing. As an encore 
he sang the lullaby, “Sail, Baby, 
Sail.” 

Broe Blonquist, a member of the 
choir, was the baritone soloist, mak- 
ing his first appearance since the time 
when as boy soloist under the late 
Mr. Bachelder, he delighted all who 
heard him. Mr. Blonquist has a very 
sweet, smooth voice of good range 
and pleased his audience with his 
singing of Molloy’s “Thursday.” 

The excellent work done by Mr. 
Michelsen as accompanist deserves 
mention also. Not only was much of 
the success of the program due to his 
intelligent playing, but to him should 
go the credit for the entire concert, 
into which he put s0 much time and 
preparation, and which resulted in 
giving so much enjoyment to the audi- 
ence. 

The parish house was decorated for 
the concert with palms provided by 
J. H. Playdon.

The Rallies in Andover 


Considerable interest has been 
manifested during the week in_poli- 
tics and the presidential nomination 
situation. Roosevelt and Taft have 
been common words in everyone’s 
vocabulary. Even the school chil- 
dren have had their own political 
arguments to and from school. Two 
small girls were overheard in the 
following conversation on Monday. 
They were looking at the cover of the 
current number of McClure’s Maga- 
zine, which bears a picture of Mr. 
Taft and the query, “Who’s behind 
Taft?” 

“Do you know who’s behind Taft?” 
said one child to the other. 

“Huh! of course,” 
“Roosevelt.” 


That interest in the result of the 
primaries was keen was shown by 
the’ fact that a large number of citi- 
zens attended the various rallies held 
on Monday evening, and this in 
spite of the very disagreeable 
weather. 

At eight o'clock a smoke talk was 
held in Abbott Village hall, presided 
over by Thomas David. District 
Attorney Higgins and Patrick M. 
Longan of Gloucester addressed the 
sixty men who were present. Mr. 
Bailey of Boston also entertained 
the audience with some card tricks 
and sheight of hand performances. 

At the same time another Taft 
rally was going on in Ballardvale, at 
which Mr. Hiesins and Mr. Longan 
both spoke.

Among 
these was the explanation of the 
Roosevelt election night statement 
concerning renomination, and the 
elucidation of various other utter- 
ances of both Mr. Taft and Mr.

Child Labor 


In this state of Massachusetts, in 
this year of grace 1912, there is no 
such thing as child labor in our mills 
and factories. Strictly speaking, 
child labor is a thing of the past. At 
fourteen years of age, with a gram- 
mar school certificate showing that he 
can read and write, it is not a child 
but a young person who enters a fac- 
tory to work. If he cannot read and 
write, another two years is required 
by law and the young person must be 
sixteen before beginning to work, 

It is altogether a false idea to sup- 
pose that we are all to go to college 
until we are old enough to ‘vote. 

Academies, colleges and universi- 
ties are useful to those who can af- 
ford the needful, and are desirous of 
being useful citizens after they leave 
college. College training is not a 
bad thing for young people. In this 
dollar-worshipping age, so far as dol- 
lars and cents count, going to college 
is not a money-making business. 

Some of my friends have said to 
me that I made a foolish statement 
when I said that after getting a di- 
ploma from a grammar school the 
best place for a young person was to 
go and learn to work in a factory. 

Let me just ask these good, senti- 
mental folks what are you to do with 
these fourteen-year-old boys and 
girls? Seri them to the high school? 
All right, if the parents can afford 
to do so. If during the high school 
course there is a taste engendered to 
despise manual labor, the chances are 
that we are bringing up a horde of 
paupers. If after getting a high 
school diploma, the boy or girl has a 
desire to follow any suitable employ- 
ment, well and good—the boy is not 
too old to learn to be a carpenter, a 
plumber or a_ blacksmith, and_ the 
high school diploma will not be a 
useless document. If the girl gradu- 
ate wishes to be a school teacher, a 
clerk in a store, or a typewriter, that 
is all right. Work, honest work, is 
the motto, whether the graduate 1s 
to be a plumber or a lawyer, a stenog- 
rapher or the head of a college. The 
absurdity of saying “give our chil- 


! dren an education and they will not 


then require to work,” is so absurd 


| that to contradict it seems to me a 


waste of time. ; 
When at the age of fourteen, work 


| in a factory is begun, it does not fol- 


| 
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' the Sundays are spent. 


low that this factory job is to be the 
job of their lives. Not at all. After 
two or thpee years of factory life dur- 
ing which time, at the lowest wage 
paid in Lawrence, as much is earned 
as the high school graduate ‘gets for 
his first two years’ work. Moreover 
advance can follow; all learning of 
lessons does not necessarily stop the 
moment factory work begins. The 
humane 54-hour law gives time for 
evening schools, a privilege either 
taken advantage of or despised. 
Young people are themselves to blame 
if they do not continue the lessons 
they got at the grammar school. 
There is actually nothing to hinder 
this young factory worker from learn- 
ing. As | said some weeks ago, the 
habits of obedience and regularity 
they get from factory life are a use- 
ful asset to young people ever after. 
All depends on how the evenings and 
I speak free- 
ly of what I know when I state that 
the whole tone and morale of the fac- 
tory life of today compares favorably 
with the morale of our high schools 
and colleges. Human nature is not 
changed by entering Yale or Har- 
vard; conduct is an individual asset, 
and correct living is just as easy 
working in a factory as in any other 
decent place. 

It is a good thing to be able to 
graduate from Yale or Harvard, and 
if the tools one has learned to use are 
loved and cherished and continue to 
be used in after life, the time and 
money spent on what is called the 
higher education are time and money 
well spent. 

But let us not forget the fact that 
every high school boy, every young 
man at our preparatory schools, and 
every fellow at Yale or Harvard, is 
a pauper, ie. he is not producing 
anything but is spending other peo- 
ple’s money. 

Don’t say that I am despising the 
highest education it is possible to get. 
But let us honor the boy who is earn- 
ing the rent of the house and kin- 
dling the fire for his mother. 

We have -had so much mush talked 
about the Lawrence strike that I feel 
inclined to kick and strike~ back- at 
the would-be genteel, sentimental 
humbug about Italian stupidity and 
the intelligence of English-speaking 
folks.
